REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious a phase 
shifter installed in said optical delay line, and wherein at least one of said first optical 
multi/demultiplexing device and said second optical multi/demultiplexing device is a phase 
generating coupler, which produces a wavelength-dependent phase difference; and characterized 
in that assuming that .lamda. is the wavelength, 2.pi..phi..sub.l (.lambda.) is the phase produced 
by the first optical multi/demultiplexing device, 2.pi. .phi.. DELTA. L(. lambda.) is the phase 
difference of the optical delay line with an optical path length difference of .DELTA.L, and 
2.pi. .phi.. sub. 2(. lambda.) is the phase produced by the second optical multi/demultiplexing 
device, the sum of the phase difference 2.pi. {.phi..sub.l(.lambda.) + .phi.. DELTA.L(. lambda.) + 
.phi..sub.2(.lambda.)} is set at a constant value regardless of wavelength in combination with the 
rest of claim 2 for the reasons stated by Applicant in the Remarks section filed 2/13/09. 

It is noted that the claim 2 is allowable because the unique combination of each and every 
specific element stated in the claim.
